The  (iirl  Keserves.  with  Minnie  Lee  Waldrup  as  president.  Kathei'ine  Smith 
as  vice-president,  and  Mai-y  llorue  as  seeretaiy  and  treasui'er,  has  a  nienibei-shii) 
of  foi'ty  i^'irls.  The  niend)ei-ship  of  the  lii-Y  is  made  up  of  about  fifty  active 
iiunnbei's.

Miss  Kthel  Holden  was  firm  i 
in  her  conviction  that  the  pris- 
oner was  guilty,  as  each  lawyer' 
in  turn  ([uestioned  her.  Her 
lellow  witnesses  were  Mr. 
Hiram  Smith  and  Mr.  Grover 
Fortenberry.  Miss  Wanda  Wise- 
man was  called  down  by  Judge 
Harris  because  cf  a  display  of 
violent  anger. 

-After  all  witnesses,  both  pro 
and  con,  had  been  questioned 
duly,  the  stolid-faced  jury  filed 
slowly  out  of  the  crowded  court 
room  and  for  three  hours  weigh- 
ed the  evidence.  Finally  they 
leturned  and  the  Chairman.
